The two year- 
ling heifers are Briarcliff Evera 5th 432179 
by Briarcliff Elban 387733 and Briarcliff 
Queen 15th 440144 by Envidon of Glencar- 
nock 417423. The breeding cows are being 
wintered on hay and ensilage. They are in 
ideal breeding condition, and the calves of 
the 1932 crop will soon be making their ap- 
pearance. The 1931 heifer calves are being 
wintered in much the same way, except that 
they are receiving a little grain to make 
them grow and develop as they should. The 
nine steer calves are in preparation for the 
Baltimore Live Stock Show this fall. They 
are receiving twelve pounds of grain per 
head per day. This mixture consists large- 
ly of corn and cob meal, with a small 
amount of ground oats and protein supple- 
ment. They are also getting ten or eleven 
pounds of silage per head per day, and 
about two pounds of hay each. These steers 
are showing the effects of good feeding and 
handling. They are already broke to halter 
and were just about as good a bunch to look 
at and to be around as one ever sees. Bill 
Stifler, the man who is doing the feeding, 
is doing a good job and these steers will be 
heard from later. 

One of the interesting things about these 
steers is that they are very uniform in size, 
condition and quality. A little judging con- 
test was put on and the steers were so close 
that no two members of the party placed 
them the same way. They were lined up 
along the fence and identified with num- 
bers. They made a very pleasing class, but 
they were so much alike, that the more the 
crowd tried to judge them, the less they 
— decided as to just which ones were the 

est.

from Lhe Stock Yards Monthly Live Stock Letter 


-.o-President and General Manager J. 
« Whienshton, of the Los Angeles Union 
Stock Yards Company, supplied this report 
in his monthly live stock letter issued April 
ist, and it is here given in order that Jour- 
nal readers may use the information in 
their future calculation. Manager Mc- 
n says: : . 
Oe autiel improvement in cattle prices 
featured the live stock markets during 
March, fat cattle values at this time being 
fully 20 per cent higher than at the close of 
February. Improvement in prices was the 
most substantial on the Pacific Coast al- 
though there were gains registered at mid- 
dle western markets also. It can hardly be 
said that improvement in cattle values is 
the result of any marked upward trend in 
business conditions generally, although 
there are definite signs of better business, 
industrial and financial conditions. National 
bank failures were brought to a practical 
stop, probably as the result of federal legis- 
lation and assistance. But it must be ad- 
mitted that the most important improve- 
ment, that of putting millions of unemploy- 
ed people back to work, had not yet mater- 
jalized sufficiently to “actually assist in 
building up buying power. — ; 
“It seems evident that improvement in 
cattle prices is actually caused by extreme 
shortage of available beef supplies. For 
many months, killers have had to absorb 
practically all cattle receipts at the markets 
because of a very limited demand for stock- 
er and feeder cattle. As a result, feed lots 
are pretty well drained all through the mid- 
dle west and far west. That such a situa- 
tion was bound to become apparent has 
been stressed in these monthly letters for 
several months past. 
“Imperial Valley’s cattle feeding was only 
25 per cent of normal this winter. This is

an important consideration, as that section 
ordinarily markets 40,000 to 50,000 fat cat- 
tle every spring on the Los Angeles market. 
This year, only 10,000 to 12,000 cattle are 
available from that section. Arizona and 
Texas registered a big increase in cattle 
feeding, but the larger numbers in the 
Southwest were more than offset by a size- 
able decrease in the Intermountain states. 
Corn Belt farmers fed fewer cattle this 
winter than in any recent year. 

“While bullish ideas on the market must 
be tempered by such bearish factors as (1) 
reduced consumer buying power and (2) 
low hog prices, the most conservative ob- 
server must realize that abnormally small 
supplies of beef present opportunity for 
further strengthening of cattle values. Beef 
is a staple commodity for which there is 
always a certain demand and even the com- 
petition offered by low-priced pork, eggs 
and other foods, probably will not prevent 
many consumers from buying beef. It 
seems evident that we are faced with re- 
duced marketings of cattle for several 
months to come, and there is a good chance 
that our California grass cattle will sell at 
prices that should prove profitable to those 
who bought their replacements on the low 
price levels that prevailed during the past 
several months. 

“Orderly marketing, however, is essential 
if producers are to get full market value for 
their cattle. It is unfortunate, to my mind, 
that certain interests are engaged just now 
in “rocking the boat” in such a manner that 
orderly marketing may be disturbed. Open- 
ing of another central market near Los An- 
geles has been announced, despite the fact 
that the present central marketing facilities 
as provided by the Los Angeles Union Stock 
Yards are ample to meet all needs. I am 
reprinting my ideas on this subject within

this monthly letter. 

“There has been considerable improve- 
ment in range feed conditions throughout 
California during the past few weeks. Rains 
and warm weather brought needed relief in 
central and northern California. Most parts 
of the San Joaquin Valley, the Coast sec- 
tion and Southern California now have 
splendid feed conditions, but because of the 
abnormally low temperatures during the 
winter growing season, it appears certain 
that both grass cattle and spring lambs will 
be at least 30 days later than usual this sea- 
son. 

“At this time, it is not possible to esti- 
mate the extent of losses in cattle and sheep 
numbers through the western states be- 
cause of the heavy snows and extreme cold. 
Most of the sheep losses are probably lim- 
ited to old ewes, but this may materially 
reduce the 1932 lamb crop. California’s 
spring lamb crop is at least a month later 
than normal and it seems likely that this 
state’s surplus will run into competition 
with early Texas, Tennessee and Kentucky 
lambs. On the other hand, California’s lamb 
fattening period enabled lamb feeders in 
the middle west and the Colorado-Nebraska 
section to spread out their marketing and 
sell at prices that on the whole enabled 
feeders to realize some profit. 


“The hog market is not particulary en- 
couraging. Slaughter under federal inspec- 
tion over the country as a whole shows in- 
creases and it appears that there will be 
heavy marketing for some months to come, 
due to increased farrowings in the middle 
west, low grain prices, and favorable winter 
weather. 

“A general upturn in hog prices during 
March was not maintained, although prices 
at this time are higher than the low point 
in February. Some seasonal improvement 
in hog prices may be anticipated in July 
and August. A shortage of beef may also 
prove stimulating to hog values. 

“ The main factor working against better 
hog prices is the dual marketing system 
that undoubtedly has been a big factor in 
depressing the market. Packers are obtain- 
ing the bulk of their hogs through direct 
country purchases, yet are establishing all 
values on the central markets. As a matter 
of fact, it is quite evident that values are 
being established at the central markets on 
off grade hogs that do not interest country 
buyers. This is the first time on record 
that hog prices have been on a much lower 
relative basis than cattle and lambs, and 
the most radical believer in country trading 
must realize that hog prices today are not 
based on the old law of supply and demand, 
because bartering and trading is unknown 
except on central markets, where there is 
under present conditions no opportunity for 
dameoak lioies of supply and demand to deter- 
mine values. 

“The great wave of country buying is a 
temporary proposition and, in time, produc- 
ers will again depend upon the central mar- 
kets that have enabled them to obtain full 
value for their stock during more than 50 
years. People are inclined to grasp at 
straws during such times as we are now 
passing through, and in so doing, prevent

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All the effects of the now over psycho- 
lized depression was forgotten as a huge 
crowd of more than 2000 people witnessed 
Better Live Stock Day at the Ed. Latzke 
farm south of Junction City, April 14th. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breeders of central 
Kansas were favored by fine roads and 
weather conditions in their attempt to stim- 
ulate improvement of live stock breeding 
through the seventh annual live stock day. 

The morning attractions were the free for 
all judging contests of six classes of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and a weight guessing 
contest. The latter being won by Loren 
J. Long, of Chapman, Kansas. The main 
attractions of the afternoon program were 
speakers featuring W. M. Matthews of Kan- 
sas City, Missouri, and L. T. Hall from the 
state vocation agricultural department. En- 
tertainment and music was furnished by the 
Junction City High School band, the Dick- 
inson County High School band and the 
Harmony quartette from Manhattan. 

Prof. D. L. Mackintosh, assistant Prof. of 
Animal Husbandry at the Kansas State 
College and secretary of the state Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders Association introduc- 
ed Prof. A. D. Weber, Department of Ani- 
mal Husbandry, of the Kansas State Col- 
lege, who presided over the afternoon pro- 
gram. He introduced L. T. Hall of the 
state Vocational Agricultural Department. 
Mr. Hall pointed the extent to which voca- 
tional agriculture has extended in Kansas 
High Schools. He also brought out the op- 
portunities afforded to students in the 120 
vocational agriculture high schools in this 
state. 

W. M. Matthews, of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, was the next speaker on the program. 
He discussed the dangers in the direct ma- 
keting of live stock. He said that “the 
present low prices on all market live stock 
is being pounded down as a result of the 
direct marketing of hogs.” Matthews 
brought out the fact that there is more 
pork consumed per capita in the United 
States than any other meat, and that the 
price of pork is a limiting factor influencing 
the price of other classes of meat. He al- 
so pointed out that the price of hogs de- 
creased in the same proportions as the dir- 
ect shipping of hogs increased. “The hog 
is known as the mortgage lifter”, Mr. Mat- 
thews said, “and we must protect our live 
stock industry by first protecting the hog 
market.” 

Dr. Chas. H. Kitselman of the Veterin- 
arian Department, Kansas State College, 
presented a practical program for the con- 
trol of contagious abortion. He discussed 
the symptoms of the disease, control mea- 
sures and various tests that may be us- 
ed in testing for contagious abortion. Dr. 
Kitselman featured the blood test as the 
surest, most effective and emphasized the 
importance of testing the cow herd for this 
disease. 

An added attraction was the judging con- 
test which is credited with being the largest 
ever held in the state, more than 450 being 
entered including high school and 4-H Club 
teams. The contest was managed by Prof. 


D. L. Mackintosh, and Prof. F. W. Bell act- 
ing as official judge. The judging contest 
was completed by noon and a large crowd

Discusses Aberdeen-Angus Affairs #v Britain 


ing show and sale season in Scot- 

Pay has just closed as I write these 
notes has so far as the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed is concerned proved much more satis- 
factory than had been anticipated would be 
the case. Conditions connected with all 
branches of agriculture have been of a most 
unfavorable description throughout Great 
Britain, and not the least unsatisfactory 
have been those connected with the feeding 
of cattle, a branch which so closely affects 
the interests of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
During the past year the best class of fat 
eattle—those Black Polled types which nev- 
er fail to make their special appeal to the 
butcher—have fallen by at least ten shil- 
lings per cwt, (112 pounds) live weight, 
which would be equal to about five pounds 
sterling on each animal. This it will be 
realized means a very substantial dimuni- 
tion in gross receipts by feeders, and a cor- 
responding dimunition in buying power 
when the spring sales of pedigreed bulls 
come around. - } 

It was accordingly anticipated that, with 
their very heavy entries, there would be a 
decline in the prices that the sales would 
yield, and though that decline was exper- 
ienced the fall in average price was infini- 
tesimal, having regard to the large numbers 
that were sold. 

During the months of February and 
March there were disposed of by public auc- 
tion at various centers throughout Great 
Britain and Ireland upwards of two thou- 
sand Aberdeen-Angus bulls and_ they 
brought an average price of just under 34 
pounds. For such a large number a mone- 
tary result of the kind cannot be regarded 
as other than highly satisfactory in face of 
the prevailing adverse economic conditions. 
As a matter of fact this is the largest num- 
ber of any beef breed to be sold this spring 
in Britain, and it says much for the posi- 
tion to which the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
has attained, that it should now occupy this 
premier place amongst the beef breeds of 
the “old country”, for it is a sure indication 
of the way the breed is meeting the special 
calls of these times of stringency in the 
breeding and feeding of cattle. 

It has not been a season of high prices— 
480 guineas being the top price of the sea- 
son and made at the principal sale at Perth 
—but of good sound, level trade, and the 
last sales of the season have proved the 
best so far as prices are concerned. 

In Ireland which produces such a large 
proportion of the “store” or feeding cattle 
for the English and the Scottish markets 
there were exceptionally good sales of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls, owing to the increasing 
popularity of the Aberdeen-Angus type of 
animal amongst British graziers which is of 
course Just a reflex of the butchers demand 
and that again a reflex of the customers 
demand. Though the Aberdeen-Angus form- 
ed the largest section of the principal sale 
of Ireland, that held in the spacious show 
yard and premises at Bull’s Bridge of the 
Royal Dublin Society, it was the only breed 
that showed an increase in the general av- 
erage price. Shorthorn bulls of the beef 
type meeting with only indifferent trade, 
while in the case of Hereford bulls the av- 


erage showed a considerable decline as com- 
pared with last year. 

It has been a complaint of all breeds that 
at the various sales there was a goodly 
sprinkling of inferior bulls, a fact which of 
course has a serious effect even on the sale 
of the good bulls. This drawback to the 
greater success of the pedigreed bull sales 
in Scotland will ere long it is hoped be re- 
moved, for next autumn there comes into 
operation in that country a bull licensing 
act through the making of which such re- 
markable improvement has been brought 
about in the cattle stocks of Ireland within 
recent years. Under the provisions of that 
act no bull can be used until he has been 
inspected by a Government official and li- 
censed as coming up to a certain standard. 
It is believed that the act will put an end 
to the use of “scrub” bulls, though the 
greatest sinner in this respect is England, 
where the act does not come into operation 
for two years yet. 

Apart from the transactions at the spring 
sales there has not been much business 
passing amongst breeders. A small ship- 
ment, chiefly of heifers was made to Cana- 
da, but on the whole the export trade has 
been very quiet. An event of considerable 
importance during the autumn will be the 
dispersal of the famous herd owned by Mr. 
J. F. Cumming, Kinermony, Speyside, a 
herd which has been visited by many breed- 
ers from the United States and Canada, and 
which by its products and its show yard 
record has gained a great reputation. Un- 
fortunately Mr. Cumming, a liberal sup- 
porter of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, a past 
president of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle So- 
ciety, and one of Scotland’s most popular 
breeders and business gentlemen has been 
in indifferent health for some time, hence 
the reason for his noted herd coming on to 
the market next September. The herd rep- 


‘resents great wealth of breeding and was 


founded largely on Ballindalloch and Harv- 
iestoun blood. Indeed it is the only herd in 
Britain apart from Harviestoun where fe- 
male representatives are to be found of the 
famous Juana Erica line of breeding, than 
which perhaps no family has contributed 
more to recent Aberdeen-Angus history in 
Scotland. The opportunities for securing 
females of this family have been exceed- 
ingly rare, and no doubt some of the enter- 
prizing breeders in North America will be 
interested to know of this unique oppor- 
tunity that is now to present itself. 

Last year Aberdeen-Angus cattle formed 
part of the British exhibit which was sent 
to the Milan Fair, and at that time there 
were disposed of four bulls and two heifers. 
At the fair the breed attracted a great 
amount of attention, that being the first 
occasion upon which Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
had been seen in Italy so far as any avail- 
able records can show. At the same time 
the interest was of a practical nature, more 
especially on the part of butchers, many 
groups of whom made close inspections of 
the representatives of this great beef breed. 

The purchases were made by highly re- 
presentative parties so that the breed got 
quite a good start in this new country, and 
it is very satisfactory to be able to report 


that from each of the purchasers reports 
of a highly gratifying nature have since 
been received, testifying to the great adap- 
tability of the cattle to their new condi- 
tions. 

One of the purchasers, Marchese Rocchet- 
ta also makes special reference in his report 
to the fact that he found that his Aber- 
deen-Angus bull and heifer kept in very 
good condition and indeed got fat on much 
less food than the native Italian cattle, and 
that of all his cattle the Aberdeen-Angus 
suffered least from the extraordinarily 
hot and dry season. During part of the 
time the temperature reached 87 degrees, 
and for a week or two, 100 degrees. Even 
during the time of drought and scanty pas- 
tures the Aberdeen-Angus gave remarkably 
good results. They had, he stated, sur- 
passed all his hopes in the matter of adap- 
tation to their new surroundings, and but 
for his experience he should never have 
been able to believe in such marvellous re- 
sistance to adverse conditions. 

Signor Ernesto Panza, a prominent busi- 
ness gentleman in Milan with large farm- 
ing interests was the purchaser of another 
bull and heifer, and the other bulls went to 
the Government for one of their cattle ex- 
perimental farms, and to Prince Potenzianui 
for his property at Rieti. From these pur- 
chasers too, who, like Marchese Rocchetta 
have used the bulls for crossing, principally 
with Brown Alpine and other local races of 
cows, the reports received by the Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle Society have been very satis- 
factory. Prince Potenzianui’s experience 
of the breed has indeed proved so satis- 
factory that he has placed an order for 
Aberdeen-Angus heifers, this order being in 
course of execution by Messrs. John Thorn- 
ton & Co., who are the official salesmen in 
connection with the British section at Milan. 

The Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society hav- 
ing again decided to take part in the Milan 
Fair this year a Committee of the Council 
of the Society have made the necessary ar- 
rangements, and have selected or approved 
of the animals that should represent the 
breed at the Fair. In view of the unfav- 
orable conditions prevailing on the Contin- 
ent—for Milan is not only an important 
centre for Italy but also for a large part 
of Central Europe—it was considered ad- 
visable to restrict the exhibit this year, but 
though only five animals of the breed have 
this year been selected the Aberdeen-Angus 
will have the largest representation of any 
breed of cattle in the British section of the 
Fair. The exhibit should attract consider- 
able attention, and in view of the interest 
taken in last year’s animals by Italian but- 
chers it will include a typical steer to de- 
monstrate the type in favor at the British 
Fat Stock shows. 

The steer is the two-year-old BLEN- 
HEIM OF DALMENY bred by the Earl of 
Rogenbery and winner of first prize and of 
reserve breed championship honors at the 
Scottish National Show last December. The 
steer was on that occasion acquired by the 
Society and has since been kept in training 
under the skilful supervision of Mr. John 
Sinclair manager at Dalmeny, so that he 
should convey a good idea of the best class

“March cattle markets were marked by 
the first definite upward tendency that has 
occurred in cattle values for more than a 
year. That there is a shortage of beef 
cattle in the western states, especially in 
the country which ordinarily ships to Pacif- 
ic Coast markets, is now generally recog- 
nized by all trade elements. Astute stud- 
ents of trade conditions have at the same

sumer buying power than at any time in 
many years, and it also must be realized 
that beef prices are subject to competition 
from extremely low priced pork. As has 
been pointed out in previous letters issued 
from this office, strengthening of beef val- 
ues must be tempered by general business 
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and industrial conditions, and although 
short supplies are admitted, it is now not 
wise to be too optimistic as to the chances 
of any drastic upward revision in values 
until there is a great deal more definite in- 
dications of greater employment and great- 
er purchasing power. 

“Pacific Coast packers are reaching back 
into distant states for beef, as has been evi- 
denced by heavy purchasing of beef by 
Northern California buyers in Arizona and 
as far east as Texas. A much larger pro- 
portion of Texas beef has been marketed in 
Los Angeles than ever before. Much of 
this beet was shipped to the Los Angeles 
Union Stock Yards by Texas producers; and 
probably an equal or greater amount has 
been purchased by country buyers repre- 
senting Los Angeles packers. 

“ Evidence of reduced cattle feeding op- 
erations in the Intermountain country is 
substantiated by the relatively small num- 
bers of Intermountain cattle marketed in 
Los Angeles during the past few months. 

“At this writing, good quality, weil finish- 
ed steers and heifers are fully $1.00 higher 
than at the close of February. ‘The month’s 
top on fed steers at Los Angeles was $7.10, 
paid for choice Texas fed steers. The bulk 
ted Texas, Arizona and Imperial steers sold 
at Los Angeles during the month at prizes 
ranging from $6.25 to $7.00, with plainer 
quality steers down to $5.75. Mexicans reg- 
istered a sharp advance over February low 
prices, with sales up to $5.50 and even 
higher. 

“Demand for stocker and feeder cattle 
has been of rather small volume, largely 
because of difficulty in financing and also 
because of general uncertainty regarding 
the future trend of prices. A good many 
yearling steers sold to country buyers at 
$5.00 to $5.50. 

“Good young heifers have been in active 
demand, with grain-fed heifers out of Tex- 
as, Arizona and California feedlots up to 
$6.00 and $6.75, and plainer heifers on down 
to $4.50. 

“Cows have not shared in the general 
market advance, being only steady to 25c 
higher, as compared to the close of Feb- 
ruary. Good, meaty cows have been selling 
at $4.25 to $4.75, with plainer and common 
grades on down to $3.25, and canners and 
cutters at $1.50 to 3.00. 

“A large number of dairy cows were sold 
on the market. Better grades of weighty 
cows sold up to $4.00 and above, but the
